EOISDEFFRE MAKES ADMISSION 


He Says the Sale of French Military 
Secrets Continued After Con- 
vic.ion of D.eyfus. 


RENNES, France, Aug. 19.—There was a 
thrill dn court to~xlay when Gen. de Bois- 
deffre, the former chief of the general staff 
of the French army, advanced to the wit- 
ness box and took the customary oath to 
tell the truth in the Dreyfus case. The 
General remarked that In view of the ex- 
haustive evidence already given he would 
try to be brief. He hurried.y reviewed the 
leakage in the Ministry of War, the dis- 
covery of the bordereau, the arrest and 
trial of Dreyfus and the latter's alleged 
confessions, before the ceremony of degra- 
dation, te Capt. LeBrun-Renault. He eaid 
he believed the confessions were genuine. 
He next referred to Col. Picquart’s appear- 
ance in the intelligence department, al- 
though the witness had hesitated to appoint 
him because he thought Picquart too self- 
comident and not sufficientiy deferential 
toward his chiefs. 

“It has been said,” continued Gen- de

©f all the forms of business combinations, 
the one which your paper of the l4th credi 
to Mr. Smith of Engiand ts the wdérst. 
is a kind of combination not wholly un- 
known in this country. The manufacturers 
effect a price agreement, which embodies 
ali the ‘bad elements of a trust, without any 
of its benefits. They then make an agt@e- 
ment with the union of their trade 
tnat its members shail.do no work for an 
other manufacturers than members of th 
combination. As a return for this, manu- 
facturers will employ none Dut the mem- 
bers of the local union, With this Invulnér, 
able combination, so long as they can make 
it, stick, they prevent any competition 
whatever, 

Such a combination may be made elther 
between manvfacturers and workmep 7 
between contractors and journeyren, If 
the proprietors wish to advance thelr ces 
to the public, they have simply to allow a 
share of it to the journeymen and between 
them they will hold the fort. Any new 
manufacturer attempting to set up can @et 
no member of the trade to work for him, If 
union members go to work for any manu- 
facturer or contractor not a member of the 
combination, he is expelled from his union 
and the goods produced by him or the con- 
tract he is put upon is expected to be biacK-~ 
listed by the other trade unions, It is the 
old-time trades and merchants’ guilds re- 
vived under modern conditions, which ma 
them even more odious than they were 
Vears ago.

WILL MANAGE THE CAR LINES 


Superintendents of the Various Sys- 
tems Assigued by Manager 
Coleman. 


Hitchcock. 


Jilson J. Coleman, general manager of the 
United Railways Co., met the division man- 
agers of the consolidated roads Friday 
afternoon for the purpose of consulting with 
them about the work to be done in mold- 
ing the various lines into a homogeneous 


system. 

Those who'met Mr. Coleman are George 
W. Baumhoff, George W. Hunter, Joseph 
S. Minary, James F. Davidson and John 
Mahoney, division managers, and James 
Adkins, secretary, and Frank R. Henry, 
auditor. Mr. (Minary’s name appears in the 
list of division managers because he has 
been appointed to succeed Capt. Robert Mc- 
Culloch, who resigned, as manager of what 
were formerly the Hamilton syndicate lines 
and the Southern Electric line. 

The proposed consolidation involves an 
immense amount of rearrangement and new 
construction, both in the lines and the 
power houses, whose number is to be re- 
duced two. All of this work must be done 
without disturbing the traffic on the lines 
as they are now arranged. Wherever it is 
possible all the lines will be connected with 
switches. The company will do its own 
road building. 

J. W. Jens has been appointed superinten- 
dent of roadway and tracks, John J. Lich- 
ter superintendent of overhead constfuc- 
tion and Mr. Boyce superintednet of power- 
houses and machinery. Mr. Baumhoff is to 
have charge of the Lindell lines, including 
those which run into the county.
